| guess it’s impossible to deal 
with the World Cup unemotional- 
ly; the event generates deeper 
personal involvement than 
perhaps any other sporting event. 

This magnificent volume is no 
exception. Its editor, Phil Soar, 
like so many of his colleagues, 
doesn’t even bother to conceal his 
likes and dislikes in his elegant, 
knowledgeable copy. 

But does it matter? Some 500 
superb color photos dominate the 
book, by the best soccer photo- 
graphers in the world: Erich 


Boumann, Thomas Mentelmann, 
Kurt Zimmerman and others.

And many of the pictures are 
extraordinary works of art, close 


ups of the battles of Argentina, - 


showing everything except 
perhaps the innermost thoughts 
of the combatants. 

In a lavishly illustrated account 
like this, text is often of secondary 
importance. 

But here, for ,a_ refreshing 
change, the writing is crisp, ac- 
curate and a perfect accompani- 
ment to the pictures. 

Every match is dealt with even 
if some more briefly than others; 
Scotland's demise, .understan- 
dably, gets the full treatment. 

It’s not a cheap book — but 
still great value for all those who 
want to recapture in words and 
photos all the drama that was the 
Mundial 78. 


FOOTBALL by Gerhard Bauer, 
publ. by EP Sport, our copy from 
Australia & New Zealand Book 
Co. Pty. Ltd.; $4.95. 

Translated from the original 
German, this is a most useful and 
concise coaching manual mainly 
for juniors and their mentors. 

Obviously some errors crept in- 
to the translation; the Swiss 
“Riegel’’ system has become 
Riegal, Mario Zagalo has been re- 
named La Zagallo, etc. Also, 
some of the idioms and 
nomenclatures suffer from the 
rough handling of the translator, 
in this case a lady. 

But in its framework, this soft- 
cover book still has a lot to offer: 
it embraces the whole spectrum 
of techniques and tactics with 
many very good diagrarns and il- 
lustrations. 

The price is perhaps higher 
than one would expect but it’s still 
a valuable contribution to the 
library of those who want to 
polish up on various aspects of 
their game. 

ALEX STEPNEY by Alex 
Stepney, publ. by Arthur Barker, 
London; our copy from the 
publishers; $12.95. 

The stream of “how | did it” 
books by stars and faded stars is 
almost endless and one begins to 
read an addition to this verbal 
avalanche with some fear, if not 
misgivings. 

Alas, this is a pleasantly dif- 
ferent volume. Stepney, obviously 
more articulate than most and his 


“ghost’’ James Mossop, produced 
a lively, entertaining and in some 
cases totally candid and hard- 
hitting biography. 

The chapters dealing with 
Tommy Docherty are perhaps the 
most fascinating: Stepney pulls no 
punches in describing the 1975 
tour, where, in Sydney of all 
places, simmering dissent ex- 
ploded between the Doc and the 
players. 

Earlier the players had com- 
plained about the financial ar- 
rangements: they were getting £2 a 
day allowance. So a conference 
was called. 

Recalls Stepney: 

“The sight was witbelievable 
... like something from a third- 
grade Western film ... chairs 
thad been arranged around a 
table .. on it stood a bottle of 
brandy and one glass. 

“There was one chair behind 
the table and Docherty was in tt. 
He sat, listened to our protests, 
occasionally taking a swig... 
eventually he started to respond, 
pausing between shots of liquor. 
He picked us off one by one with 
the most scathing insults and 
threats... by the time he had 
finished, the brandy bottle was 
GHRYIIN ok 

Stepney traces his long and 
brilliant career, pauses at such 
hallmarks as the 1968 European 
Cup win and some major cup bat-_ 
tles, the 1970 World Cup fiasco 
and others. 

Possibly the best part is where 
he comments on three of his con- 
temporaries, Best, Charlton and 
Law — naming Best as the most 
complete footballer the British 
Isles have ever produced. 


DEREK HODGSON 


THE LIVERPOOL STORY by 
Derek Hodgson, publ. by Arthur 
Baker, London, our copy from 
the publishers; $11.95. 

| must confess to some 
measure of disappointment with 
this well illustrated volume. 

It's extremely difficult to cram 
100 years of history into 152 
pages yet, especially in the case 
of this brilliant club, now regarded 
as Europe’s best, one would ex- 
pect more than a chronological 
run-down of season after season. 

Surely it would have been bet- 
ter to skip some of the duller 
years, even at the risk of not giv- 
ing a complete account and 
highlight some of the episodes 
and anecdotes which are worth 
highlighting. 

The season-by-season ap- 
proach in this type of club bio- 
graphy is more of an account 
than a vibrant story and will ap- 
peal to the club’s supporters 
rather than the vast army of 
neutral readers. 

Still, credit where it's due: the 
account Hodgson gives is in- 
teresting and detailed. But here 
again, a book of this kind would 
yneed an alphabetical index and 
perhaps a chart or two on re 
cords, results and players, which 
are all missing here. : 

Australian readers will be de- 
lighted to find several references 
to South Melbourne striker Alun 
Evans, then 18, signed by Liver- 

pool in 1968 from Wolves at the 
then staggering £100,000. 

“He had everthing to be a 
great player,’ manager Shankly 
said. i. 

However, in the 1970-71 
season, in a Fair City Cup match, 
Evans suffered an injury in 
Bucharest that was to handicap 
his career. 

Fans of English soccer will get a 
lot of enjoyment out of this book 
which, despite its faults already 
mentioned, gives an intimate in- 
sight into the operations of some 
of the greatest clubs in the world.

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Ine or two things 
did happen in 
the off-season 


The tong, boring and yawning off-season is almost over, yet it 
didn't pass without its modest share of events, controversies and 
excitements. 

New national coach Rudi Gutendorf’s Young Australia took its 
first hurdle well in Auckland, downing Papua New Guinea, Fiji and 
New Zealand in the first qualifying series of the FIFA Coca-Cola 
World Youth Cup. 

The youngsters — predominantly locally born offspring of 
migrants — played some good stuff and in the process produced a 
few names well worth memorising for the future: Selemides, 
Krncevic, Woodhouse, Christopoulos, et al. 

Shortly after his return from New Zealand, Gutendorf ran into 
his first flak when the majority of the PSL clubs objected to some of 
his reform propositions. : 

After publicly chiding the clubs’ managements, Gutendorf even 
hinted at resigning, then appealed to ASF chief Sir Arthur George 
for favorable arbitration. 

To settle the threatening schism, a compromise was reached 
which probably left the clubs and Gutendorf equally unhappy but 
once again proved Sir Arthur’s mediating skills. 

“The NSW Federation elections produced no surprises: Karl 
Rodny was duly re-elected president and the retired Peter 
Coleman’s place was filled by the veteran Tom Grimson. 

Unexpectedly, NSW lost its Rothman‘s sponsorship for the 
State League, all this close on the heels of all the bon homie, if not 
euphoria, of the October presentation dinner. 

The latest is that the defected Rothman’s place will be taken by 
a petrol company or a large brewery, ensuring that the State League 
retains its status and affluence. 

After an unseemly sequence of haggling, the five Sydney PSL 
clubs returned to the NSW Federation but old resentments are still 
simmering below the surface of apparent peace and harmony. 

Catering almost exclusively for the patriotism of Greek and 
Yugoslav migrants, Olympiakos of Athens and Vardar Skopje 
visited here in the off-season. 

While both drew surprisingly healthy. crowds, the Olympiakos 
visit reportedly ended in a deficit, or close to it. 

Their Sydney match also produced some of the most stunning 
scenes seen in Sydney soccer: after each goal hundreds of Greek 
fans rushed the field, seeking autographs of their heroes and some, 
in father and son combinations, posing for photos alongside the 
Olympiakos players. : 

Meanwhile Vardar, perhaps the better of the two teams, 
thrashed Young Australia 5-1 and showed glimpses of unexpected 
class. 

The two hastily arranged tours once again posed the question 
whether it’s wise to seek modest profits at the expense of throwing 
our unprepared teams to marauding wolves. 

Vardar, for example, is a second division team but looked 
classy enough to be brought out here in toto, naturalised rapidly and 
then have us represented in the Asian World Cup groups — and 
probably win the thing for us. 

After an abortive attempt by Gutendorf to persuade PSL 
clubs to retain their coaches for long periods, a rash-of comings 
and goings livened up the dull scene. : 

Marconi and Adelaide City have exchanged their coaches, Rale 
Rasic and Les Scheinflug, the merged APIA-Wests have opted for 

~ Jim Adam and Lions replaced the successful Julius Vineze. 

After weeks of negotiations, Canberra City released Jolin 
Warren to become Hakoah’s PR man, giving his old post to Vic 
Fernandez and also appointing Max Talbot from Newcastle as their 
new secretary. i 

Back in Sydney, a squabble broke out over the future lease of 
the still incomplete Marks Field, with the NSW Federation and 
Hakoah competing for the rights in what they described as a “‘spirit 
of free enterprise’’. 

However, the disputed venue is still only fractionally superior to 
the one fans had last suffered: despite countless promises by the 
Gty Council, the stand is and will remain uncovered. 

As Hakoah were thinking of shifting home, Ken Booth, NSW‘s 
quiet, amiable Minister for Sport, announced firm plans for the 
drastic modernisation of Wentworth Park. 

_ While this may take some time, the decrepit old canine refuge 
adorned with 19th century floating lanterns is now likely to blossom 
forth with a splendid new grandstand and other top facilities. 

Against this flashy background St. George quietly, almost 
secretly, edged closer to earning the title of “stadium” with its 
Barton Park project: in the off-season the 4000-seat modern 
grandstand was finished and roofed with individual seats, 
floodlights, press boxes and restaurants to follow shortly. 

The transfer market was strangely subdued. Canberra's Tony 
Henderson joined Marconi, more or less to replace Jimmy Rooney, 
now off to Fitzroy, while Harry Williams left the Saints to join 
Canberra. 

Noted PSL players placed on the transfer list included Amey 
(Newcastle), Stark, Cant and Tilsed (Canberra), Harding and Fisher 
(Wests), Bobby Smith (Hakoah), Blasby (Fitzroy), Conner (Brisbane

Gerry brings back

What's a nice Jewish fellow doing in downtown Rio without a word of — 


Portuguese? Looking for the boys from Brazil and finding three in a little village. 


This was part of Gerry 
Cheldi’s pleasant Odyssey during 
the off-season as his bonus from 
his club, PSL grand final winners 
Hakoah (now Sydney City).

The seemingly carefree, casual 
lifestyle of Rio made a big impact 
on Chaldi: a passion for the 
beach, samba and football re 
duces life to some pleasingly 
simple components.

e@ Calderon, ex-manager of Peru, -has been without a contract 
since his team’s “strange” 0-6 World Cup defeat against 
Argentina. He now works in Ecuador, for a monthly salary of 
about $350. Sic itur ad Calderon . 

@ Ally McLeod, the ex- Scotland manager, left Ayr United after 
78 days to become Motherwell’s manager at $30,000 a year. 

e What no Australian has yet accomplished, despite several 
tries, seems easier for Oriental stars. After the Japanese 
Okudera’s success with FC Koln, another West German Bundesliga 
club, Darmstadt, have signed the tall Korean striker Cha-Bum, 25, 
capped 30 times for his country. 

@ The Spanish Sports Council has instructed its Football 
Association to implement drastic new rules which would almost 
completely ban foreign players. They feel that without such 
measures Spain’s 1982 World Cup prospects would diminish.

© The most expensive Argentinian star is not Kempes, Ardiles, 
Torantini or Passeralla — but Die Maradona, 18, of 
Argentinos Juniors, a Buenos Aires suburb. Said to be the greatest 
talent since Di Stefano, Maradona’s club has been offered 
$1,500,000 for his transfer — but the starting price for talks is 
$2,000,000. With that sum, the club could rebuild its ancient little 
stadium. : 

e@ Charlie George has joined Southampton for a transfer fee of 
about $400,000. 

e A Spanish priest, Pastor Rodriguez, has been fined by a civil 
court in Sevilla for insulting the referee at an amateur match. 

e@ Fulham of London dropped the idea of signing Brazilian ace 
Paulo Cesar because of the player’s excessive demands — including 
his signing-on fee in cash, in advance. His Botafogo president 
Rogerio Correia has referred to Cesar as a “mental case’’ who, for 
the past six or seven years, has been wondering from country to 
continent.

e Sepp Maier is indignant about the stiff new contract clauses 
Bayern president Neudecker wants introduced. ‘‘One cannot swim, 
play tennis or even sign autographs. It’s nice that they let you sleep 
with your wife occasionally.”’ 

e@ Bruce Rioch is likely to extend his guest sojourn with 
Birmingham and transfer permanently for $30,000 — a bargain 
basement fee for the Scottish ace.
